Hints 
have also been received here that cer- 
tain New York national banks have 
been profiting largely by the sale 
currency at a premium, which has 
been going on in that city, It will not 
be surprising if there is some very 
plain talk in Congress about the na- 
tional banking system as at present 
conducted before long. Senator Vor- 
hees devoted a part of his speech to it, 
and there will be others heard from 
as soon as finances get a little steadier. 

Without dispargement o the Dcm- 
i&fcSfs who held important committee 
chairmanships in the last House, it 
can be said that Speaker Crisp has in 
the new chairman selected men who 
Ae generally credited with being pe- 
culiarly well, fitted to perform the 
duties with which they have been in 
trusted.

BETTER TIMES AHEAD. 

All Branches of Trade Qradu 
ally Showing 

AN INCREASE IN BUSINESS. 

Business on Main street has been 
better during the past five days than 
during any equal period for months, 
and it is believed even by the least 
hopeful of the merchants that the long 
looked for reaction has set in. 

The improvement has not been cob 
fined to any single branch of trade, 
but in nearly every kind of business 
sales have been increased, and at 
higher prices thau were a rule a s 
time ago. There are several causes 
to which this favorable change may 
attributed ; but It is mainly believed 
to be tho natural outcome of the 
dition that prevailed several weeks 
ago. In a mart like Louisville doing 
business is so targe a teritory, the de. 
pression could not havo continued 
long, and the reaction was only natu 
ral after the season of stagnation, 
The decided increase in tho number of 
orders from smaller towns and the in- 
quiry for prices from places heretofore 
not supplied by Loulsvill houses shows 
an improvement which can not help 
but be beneficial to the entire commu- 
nity. 

The fall trado has begun in many 
branches of business, and the travel- 
ing salesman of nearly every whole- 
sale house In the city are now on the 
road to catch their share of the busines- 
The force of salesman has been re- 
duced somewhat this year, as tl 
business to be transacted is not ( 
great as of former years, but, sever 
local houses have found it .nesccssary 
to increase the number of their drui 
mera. There ha* loug been a rivalry 
between Louisville and Cincinnat 
houses for the business of the central 
portion of the State. Drummers from 
both cities are generally in the field 
early, and heretofore the business has 
been about equally divided. From 
the increase of the number of orders 
now being received from points there, 
it would seem that the Louisville sales- 
men are getting more of the trade 
then usual. 

The banks have addod much to th« 
general improvement by their willing- 
ness to discount papers for their cus- 
tomers, and securities can now be con- 
verted into cash on short notice. The 
banks are not holding to every cent of 
cash they take in, as they were several 
weeks ago, and as a resnlt the i 
chants have more confidence in their 
own ability to successfully pursue theii 
regular course of business than for- 
merly. Collections are still somewhat 
difficult, but are not near so hard to 
make as was the case a month ago. 
The demand for New York exchange 
has not inrreaeed simply because there 
has been but little occasion for using 
it, and it is still quoted at a discount 
of $5 on $1.000.— Louisville Timet

the division of the New England Ter- 
ritory he named New Somerset, 
sent out his nephew, William Gorges, 
as Governor of the domain, which ex- 
tended from the Piscatattqua to the 
Keunebec.

During the war for independence 
the people of New Hampshire took an 
active part.

One ot the greatest fires that ever 
visited New York City broke out on 
Dec. 16, 1835. Before the conflagra- 
tion was under control it had swept 
the first ward east of Broadway and 
below Wall street, destroying 529 
buildings, most of them valuable store*, 
also the Merchants Exchange and the 
South Dutch Church. The property 
destroyed was valued at more than 
120,000,000. 

The first Legislature of New Jersey, 
under its new constitution, assembled 
at Princeton, late in August, 1776, and 
chose William Livingston Governor. 
Like the New York convention, the 
Legislature was, on account of mili- 
tary movements, compelled to meel 
at different place, at Burlington, Pitts- 
ton and Haddonfleld. At the latter 
place it was dissolved, leaving behind 
only a small remnant of the Legisla- 
ture first assembled.

In 1776 the State of New Hamp- 
shire made a public declaration of in- 
dependence, and established a tcmpc- 
rsry government, to last during the 
war. On June 12, 1781, a convention 
framed a State constitution, which 
after numerous alterations, went into 
force June 2, 1784. The people had 
been very patriotic and and active 
during the Revolution, and furnished 
their full proportion of troops. The 
constitution provided that once 
si Ten years it should be submitted to a 
vote of the people on proposed amend- 
ments. This was done in September, 
1791, and the constitution then adopted 
continues to be the supreme law of 
land in that State. 

The village that grew around the 
trading post of Manhattan I -land 
called Manhattan until the arrival of 
Gov. Stuyvesant in 1647, when it was 
called New Amsterdam. Fort AYn. 
sterdam, a large work with four an 
gles and faced with solid stone, was 
built by Gov. MinuiU, on the South- 
ern portion of the island. The village 
grew apace. Its wavs were crooked, 
its houses straggling aud its whole 
aspect unattractive until after the new 
administration, improvements were 
begun, when it contained about 800 
people. They were under the imme- 
diate government of the director gen- 
eral, and there was much restlveness 
tinder the rigorous rule of Btuyvesaut 
who opposed every concession to the 
popular will. They asked for a mu- 
nicipal government, but one was not 
granted until 1652, and in I65J a city 
government was first organized. 



At Schlestadt, in Alsace, is a very 
ancient church founded about the year 
1087 by the empress Hildegarde, great- 
grandmother of the Emperor Fredrick 
Barbarossa. It was intended to be a 
reproduction of the Holy Sepulchor, at 
Jerusalem, but was never completed 
after the original plan, and during the 
centuries since its commencement, has 
been greatly neglected and suffered to

in the mortar, which resulted in the 
head and bust of a woman who had 
evidently been buried in the crypt ol 
t lie church hundreds of year 
The features aud expression 
wonderfully well preserved, and even 
the texture of her clothing was visibl' 
Naturally, such a discovery excited 
the greatest interest among the Alsa 
tian archicologists, and after carefullj 
staying the matter they have come tc 
the conclusion that the woman whose 
features had been so strangely pre> 
served to us was the daughter of the 
Countess Hindegarde, the founder ol 
the church. Towards the end of the 
eleventh century Alsatia was ravaged 
by the black plague, and history re- 
cords that Hildegarde, her sou Conrad 
and her daughter Adelaiue all succum- 
bed to the terrible malady. Evl- 
leutly, then, the noble lady was given 
the honor of a church burial, notwith- 
standing the panic which the pesti- 
lence must have caused ; but to prevent 
contagion, her'grave was immediately 
filleu up with mortar, a method of 
burial which has had advocates, even 
the present century. The soft 
lar took a perfect imprint as it 
ened arouud her form, which is 
tied after the body itself has 
entirely decayed. In the various vic- 
issitudes of the church the grave was 
disturbed, perhaps by an invading 
army, and finally what remained ot 
he contents .were gathered together 
ind placed in the tomb of the seven- 
teenth century, where it has been 
safely preserved to the present day. 

The somewhat similar imprints of 
human bodies found at Pompeii will 
naturally be suggested in this connec- 
tion, but the conditions were very dif- 
ferent. The bodies of those who per- 
ished iu the great eruption that de- 
stroyed the city were covered over with 
mass of volcanic ashes, which hard- 
ened around them aud preserved their 
form nearly eighteen hundred years. 
But the material was coarse, and little 
but the general form of the bodies can 
now be distinguished. In this me- 
dieval grave, however, the grain of the 
mortar was so fine that the features 
and even the expression are well pre- 
served, and the sad but noble counte- 
nance of this medieval countess shows 
her to have been worthy of her high 
situation. Even after the lapse of 
eight hundred years we can hardly 
avoid a feeling of sorrow at her sad 
fate, which was the indirect means of 
.reserving her features to future gen- 
« rations of mankind.— Pnpular Science 
News.

PRESERVATION OT BAGS.

F WATER E0R HOOS.

WHEAT AS HORSE FEED. 

Now that wheat is so cheap its sub 
.stitutiou for oats, at least in part, if 
worth considering. An old and ex- 
perienced thresher, who used to run 
w^jeu horse power was largely used, 
always fed his own team about one- 
t Ixird the bulk of wheat that was usu- 
ally given when oats were fed. ' 
.qiarts of wheat were soaked a 
-hours and nearly doubled in bulk. 
|This was fed, and the horses not onlv 
Mid good work, but became sleek 
vaud glossy, whenever he fed now oaia 
he always tried, if possible, to get a 
better soaked wheat to mix with it. 
fThe feed was least likely to injure the 
fihorses than were new oats fed alone.

IlItEKDINO OKC THE HORNH. 

There is no question that breeding 
will do much to lessen, and in time 
will practically remove the evil of 
horns on cattle. But all our homed 
breeds have been brod with especial 
reference to some valued characteris- 
tic, tho production of beef or milk 
cheese or butler. The question is if 
breeding is conducted solely 
reference to absence of horns, animal, 
will be accepted that lack the especial 
good qualities for which the breed is 
distinguished.

SHADE TOR COWS 

Some farmers take the fact that a 
good cow is always a good feeder 
meaning that she ought always to be 
eating. It is on this mistake that 
they base their objection to shade for 
cattle in summer. "If there is a tree 
in the pasture lot they will lie under 
it all day when they ought to bo eat 
ing," is a common remark of such 
. Heat and flies reduce the milk 
yield, and this is charged to the shade 
rather than to the fact that under a 
with scattered manure droppings 
in which to breed flies is the very 
poorest of all refuges against e 
heat or insect enemies. A cow on 
good pasturo will eat enough in 
hour in the morning to last her 
through the day. Put her in a dark- 
ened and clean stable and give her a 
cut of some greeu food, oats, peas or 
fodder corn, and the milk yield will 
increase rather than diminish. With 
entire quiet through the day the 
has nothing to disturb her and thus 
prevent the secretion of milk. If i 
ercise be noeded, put the cow out 
pasture during the night. She will 
fill herself quickly and rest undisturb- 
ed out of doors.

Tramps, who roam the country, getting 
one or two-davs work here and then , 
when driven by hunger cannot be dc 
peuded on. Most such will leave 
when the need lor hard work is great- 
est. So far as possible farmers should 
) help hired by the year or season, 
depend little, if at all, on extra 
help. It requires good judgment in 
making a farm rotation that will give 
itiuuous work through the season 
to all the help employed. [( U just 
this point tint most often makes the 
littereiice between the successful aud 
unsuccessful fanner. — American Cul- 
tuator.
